Such a line of 
arsiunent would well suit the hook of 
Powers who have already secured a strong 
latsis in one part of China, from which they 
are auxiots by urging concessions from 
China to spread themselves farther and 
further inland, aud who see that in the 
Yanetsze Valley their position is not vet. pro- 
tected against a similar action on the part 
of another Power. In fact the argument’ 
might be put thus: -We have got our own 
individual slice of China, to which we are 
quite willing Co add, but we wish to protect 
the best remaining part from becoming 
dhenated to anyone as that was tous. Such 
a policy, lowever, ii must be recognised, is 
au Mnpossible one in the interests of in- 
ternational comity. The Powers have all 
professed their desire repeatedly, during 
the events which succeedel the “ Boxer”? 
outbreak, that the perfect integrity of China 
shall be maintained. The sincerity of this 
i prefession is uow put ta the test. The 
conditions asked of China before the pro- 
mise to evacuate Shanghai is kept are in 
the first plaee unnecessary, and in’ the 
second, if asked at all, incomplete. If it 
, were needful fo make China promise not to 
favour one Power unduly ia the Yangtsze, 
it would be just as necessary In the rest of 
China. We said last week that we failed 
to understaud the attitude of the German

OTHER NUISANCES BY COOLIES 


Mr. OsBORNE next moved: © That Govern- 
ment be asked ito make provision in the nexl. 
conservancy contract for fining the contractor 
when ther: are. reasonable grounds to suspect 
that his coolies have thrown night-soil iuto the 
drains or on to‘the hillsides.’ Under the ferms | 
of the contract, he understood, uo prov.sion was | 
made for punirhing the contractor when his 
coolies committed the offences indicated in the 
motion, and whilst he admitted that his sugges- 
tion meant the adoption of a course apposed to 
British laws and ideas, he was of opinion that. 
ag it was impossible to follow in the tracks of 
coolies pursning the occupation mentioued to 
see that they discharged the duties attaching 
thereto in u proper manner, the contractor 
should be fined in every casas where 
a coolie's burden had beeu thrown into a drain 
or on the hillside, In the case bronght to 
his notice, concluded Mr. Osborne, there was 
evidence to show that a coolie had dumped his 
burden on the hillside drainiug into Pokfulam 
Reservoir, and that was a very serigus affair, 
more especialiy as, he understood, a case of 
cholera had occurred in the house. 

Hon. Dr Cuisrg said he was prepared to 
formally second the motion merely with a view 
to enable the ‘Board to obtain the advice of 
the Crown law advisers. As Mr. Osborne had 
said, the suggestion as it stood was a travesty 
of British law nd probably could not be pul 
into force in that particular way. It was pos- 
sible, however, that the difficulty might be got 
over bya Lye-law. The Board had the power to 
make bye-laws, and these bye-laws had the direet 
force of law; but at any rate this was a point 
which he thought might be considered and dis- 
cussed by the law advisers of the Crown. If 
Mr. Osborne would concur, he should like to 
suggest that the qaestion be referred to the 
law advisers of the Crown. He would be very 
pleased to meet. the Crown Solicitor aud discuss 
the matter with him. ; 

Mr. Funa Wa Ciun said he was in favour of 
such a bye-law being made as had been suggested. 
Tf the making of it lay with him, he would not 
confine himself to dealing with offences com- 
mitted on the hillside but over the whole of th: 
Colony. 

Mr. OssorneE—That is doue privately. 

Mr. Fune Wa CHun replied that while that 
was go, a stringent law was necessary. He had 
heard complaints after complaints that the 
nigat-soil coolies simply dumped the ni ght-soil 
into the storm-drains. Last week he had heard 
of such a case occurring at the junction of Old 
Aberdeen Road and Hollywood Road. {t was 
really an awful thing, and those coolies who 
offended in this way should be severely punished. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 


IMPURE WATER.

so tainted with impurities as to be unfit for

In the Government Gazelle of the 24th ult. 
was|printed a Bill about to be introduced into the 
Legislative Conneil, which merits more publicity 
than is to be obluined in the comparative 
obsdaritvef the Gazette, Tue Billis entitled the 
Junks (Collision) Ordinance, and, put shortly, 
it provides that in the eveut of a collision at 
night. between any junk and any non-Chinese 
sailjng or steam ship cutside the territorial 
waters of the Colony, the junk shall be held 
to blame unless she can prove she was carrying 
at the fima the lights required by the Tnter 
national Regulations for preventing collisions 
at sea. In the “objects and reasons * attached 
to the Bill it iz slated: «Tt is to be regretted 
that Chinese janks cannot be compelled to 
observe at least that portion of tha Regulations 
which relates (o lights. 
Colony, junks are required, by Section 25 (1) 
of Ordinance No. 36 of L8Y9; when under way 
befween suosel and sunrise, to exhibit, at a 
height not less than 20 feet above the hull, a 
bright white light visible all round the horizon 
at|a distance of at least one mile, Beyond 
such walers they seem to carry a light or not. 
ax!they please. Although the Legislature of 
this Colony cannot compel (he observance of 
the Interuational Rules concerning lights by 
junks outside the territorial waters, there can 
bel no injustice in refusing tao allow successful 
rekort to (he Colonial Cou t by junks veglecting 
{olcarry proper lights thems-lves, while claim- 
ing damages for acollision with some ship which 
is|subject to the International Regulations.” 
A more complete condemnation of the Bill 
{Han that contain d in these paragraphs conld 
not be written in the ¢nise of abjects and 
rgasons for introducing it. If it is proper for 
a} junk to carry a white Hight on ber mast 
visible for at least one mile all ronnd the 
hbrizon and uo side lights while within the 
erritorial waters of the Colony, why is it 
improper to carry the same light outside ¥ 
fet by the International Regulations a sailing 
vessel may uot carry such a light on her mast 
and must carry red and green side-lights. The 
tbrritorial waters of {he Colony are a+ crowded 
With shipping as any waters in the neighbour- 
Hood, but the Legislature of the Colony does not 
ompel tho observance of the International 
Regulations coucerning ligh!s by junks within 
those waters, because of the onerous character 
of the requirem ‘nts of those regulations and of 
the hardship that would be impos:-d on the 
hinese seafaring population of the Colony in 
efusing to allow successful resort to the 
Bolonial Court by junks neglecting to carry 
ne lights proper under those regulations. If 
be Government dees not consider it reasonable 
pr just to impose the Regutations on junks in 
he territorial waters, it is hard to see how the 
overnment cau justify its proposal to penalise

punks for not couforming to the Rezulations 
in the neighbouring seas. ‘The proposal 
of the Government is in fact hopelessly 


illogical. If the provisions of Ordinance 36 
f 1899 are satisfactory in practice, the pro- 
posals of this Bill go farther than is required 
in the interests of shipowners. If- this Bill is 
necessary for the protection vf shipowners, 
Ordinance 35 of 1899 should be amended and 
the same law enforced in and out of the 
territorial waters.

H+ contricted to pall down 
and re-erect certain bous-s in Ceutre Street and 
iu the course of bis work he had to take down 
the house No. 58, First street. his was a 
one-story house built over a narrow line be- 
tween the backs of the hou es in ‘centre Street 
and, among others, the hous: No. 56. First 
Street. No, 56 was at that time inhabited by 
ce tain people. Thechar.e against the prigoner 
was that he had failed, in taking down these 
houses in Centre Streat, to take such ¢ re and 
precaution as w-uld render safe the lives of 


persons inhabitiug this house and the houses in 


the neighbourhood dependent for their support 
upon the houses that he was puiliuy down, he 
b-ing bound to do sucu acts as « cuid ¥-nder the 
safety of the inhabitants absolut-ly certain. 
He was charged with havi g set iiout the work 
ion such a way as resulted in the evlia ge of the 
westero wall of the house No, 56 with the re- 
sultant cons: quencs that the s cond floor kitchen 
fell down on to the first floor kitchen sod buried 
two men who were in the housy at the time. One 


“man Jost his life; the other fortauately o<caped, 


© intimidate and not to kill anybody or to’ 


Ho anybody grievous bodily harm. The jury 
ad fouud that the prisoner was one of 
that gang, and he had been identified by three 
w.tnesses. Under all the circumstances, his 
Lordship had agreed with the mercifal view 
hat the jury took in finding a vardict of 
manslaughter instead of murder, But those 
igangs mast be taught that they were not to 
attack people ina law-abiling place. Taking 
everything into consideration, he thoaght the 
justice of the case would be met by a sentence 
of five years’ hard laboar. 

The Court adjourned until to-day (Monday), 
at ten o'clock, when the case in which a con- 
tractor who is charged wits manslaughter in 
copnection with the fatal collapse of a wall in 
First Street is down for hearing before the 
Chief Justice and a special jury. 


It would be quite easy to prov: th. tae prisoner 
was the contractor. He had adni.tted that he 
took down these houses in Ceotre St e-t and 
the house No. 58, First street; if vot now admit- 
ted, it would ,be proved that ie took down No, 
58 aud that, as a result, the westera wall of No, 
56 fell down: that wa. the experts’ ovinion, It 
would be shown that ha inefficiently performed 
the duty which the law threw upon him as a con- 
tractor. It was no excuse to say that sombody, 
bel.eved to be o mpetent, was appointed to do 
the work. Ifa contractor undsrtovk to take down 
a portion of a buildiny or premises and if he 
knew that in those premises persons were living, 
it was no excuse for him to oast the performance 
of that duty upon another and then say he was 
sorry that other person had not do.e exactly 
wiat he ought to havedone. If be neglected 
to do that duty and as a conseqnence of his neg- 
lect death ensued he was liable to be charged 
with manslaughter. «che question for tha jury 
to cousider would be, first, whether the prisoner 
did the daty cast upon him of taking down the 
houses adjacent to No. 56 in snch a way as to en- 
danger the livesof personsliving init. ani, second, 
whether he did his day in such a way as to be 
guilty of culpable negligence The avidence ° 
would, he believed, bring home to the prisoner 
the knowledge that there were paople living in 
these houses and that the operat on« in which he 
was engaged rendered their position, to say the 
least of it, hazardous, and that ho took no steps 
to warn them. He was charged with those 
two acts of negligence: that be did not -take 
sufficient professional means to shore up the 
wall after taking away the support it had from 


« 
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the other baild og and jthat he did not take the 
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ordinary pr-caution which every man who had 
@ dangarous pi-ce of work to parform had cast 
upon him. {fa miu jwas anvaged in a dau- 
gerous operation, it was his bounden duty to 
take every cre to prey ‘nt danger to the life of 
any peraon who wa< rd:acnably supposed to be 
put in diager by the ofsration ; and he supposed 
that the accused kopw there were persons 
inhahiting this honselani yet took no steps to 
shore up the building sufiviently. After 
quoting authorities anil precedent on th: point 
of law, the Attornzy{Gsaerid wont on to say 
thit he would prov: tht i¢ wis the c ntrictor’s 
duty to provide for tae safety of the ‘parsons 
coming withi:1 tie jsp» of the operations 
and that he ghoul fae riven the persons 
living in it notice to lewva the house aaless 
he coald rea his way sufficiently to shore 
up ths wall, the gapport of which he had 
taken away, in suc « minner as to rander it 
reasonably impr b(b'e that it would fall.

P.|T. Crisp. iugpector of buildings, under ex- 
amination by the Attorney-General, said he had 
net previously known the accused, nor had he 
ever| been asked by him to inspect this house, 
On Irth June he got a chit from Mr. Tooker 
to go down to Centre Street to see if the naw 
houses - had been started. He found that the 
vew| h-uses bad not been commenced and 
repo| ted accordingly to the office; he did not. 
gee No 56, First Street. At that time the old 
houses were in the course of demolition. 

Cfosa-examioed by Mr. Sharp, K.C.—So far 
as the P.W D. was concerned, it was bis duty to 
ingpéct da :gerous buiidiags. He aiw shoring 
at this place. He supposed he should inspect 
any ‘shoring that he saw, but if he did so he 
would never get out of Queen's Road. On this 
occagion, he did nut inspect the shoring, as he 
had not time to do so; he had other work to do, 
and ‘thought it could stand over notil another 
day.| The preseuce of shoring against a wall 
did not necsssurily mean that the wall was an 
old one. Sometimes shoring was put up against 
a perfectly sou d, new wall. 

By His Lordship—Of late he had been assisted 
in the inspection of buildings by Mr, Haggard. 
who} however, had a good deal of offica work to 
do and really could no! help very much.

The<e 
were practically all cases of coliapses of new 
baildiags, ¢ mpletid or ia course uf erec ion; 
and for the conditign of such buildiags occasion- 
ing collapse—vf cburse the weather was, he 
supposed. the immetiate accelerating cause —no 
doubt the contractor was primarily responsible. 
If the work or j|material was prima fucie 
defective, the contractor in these cases was no 
doubt responsible. ; But this wall was an old 
wail. For the condition of that wall and the 
material of which it was built, it was not pre- 
tended thit the défendant was in any way 
responsible. He had nothing to do with the 
4 fects in that wall. He wa not responsible 
for them being there aod had nothing to do 
with them in any jway unless they were such 
defects as he ought reasonably to have dis- 
covered on an ordinary external inspectiou 
of the wall. ‘That was to say, if the defects 

in this wall had led to the collapse, the 
defendant was in no way responsible whatever 
in the matter, unless it could be shown 
beyond all reasonable doubt that it was his 
wo k that he wasdving next door that caused 
it. The only connection between this case and 
the series of collepses of new buildings this 
year was that they hap. ered about the same 
time. That of course was due to the phenomenal 
weather we had had for two and a half months 
before the collapse, and it was extremely unfor- 
tunate for the defendant that the accident 
happened when it did—that was to say, when 
those other collapses occurred—becanse, as he 
had said, it had drawn an awonnt of attention to 
this care, which there was no question at all 
would not otherwise have been drawn oit. As 
to the facts. they were largely in agreement 
with the facts which had been laid before the 
Caurt. but they took the story oue step farther 
ack, as shown by the evidence of people both 
inside and outside the house, who saw all that 
occurred, what portion of the wall weut 
first, und in what dicection it went.

The mistress of the scaffolding firm corro- 
borated. . 

J. Orange, civil engineer and architect, of 
the firm of Leigh & Orange, said he had had 
experience of the Colony since 1883. He had 
visited the scene of the collapse several times 
since it h ppened. He fonnd that the whole 
of the west wall of the first and second floors 
had gone. He considered that the shores placed 
against the wall were sufficient to replace the 
support that had been removed, judging from 


the external app arance of the wall. This 
wall was not a well built wall; it was 
practically in two parts, with a hollow 


space between ; it was not properly bouded. 
These defects could not have been observed 
from an external examination. Ap:rt from 
those defects the wall should have stood; the 
thickness was quite adequate for the height. 
He noticed nothing unnsual in the way of or icks 
in the wall. A house might have a crack and 
yet be perfectly -trong. There was no dis ur- 
bance in the western wall attributable to the 
operations in Centre Street, The foundations 
ad not been affected. His explanation of how 
the thing occurred was that the wall was 
weakened by the phenomenal wind and rain in 
June and July. At any time, under these 
circumstances, a sudden gust of wind’ might 
causs the western wall to fall inward; the 
weight of the wall falling in on to the floor would 
cauxe the floor to fall, and the western part, re- 
ceiving the greater part of the debris, would fall 
first; and the descending debrix would force ont 
the first-floor kitchen and shoot it into the lane. 
That was his theory, and it seemed reasonable 
looking at the present position of the wall. 
The western wall of the second floor kitchen— 
the portion which fell fiest—had to all appear- 
ance always been an extoraal wall. If the wall 
had fallen outward, he did not see how the floor 
would not have st od in the same way as the 
ro‘f had done. He believed that several old 
houses had collapsed during the past wet season. 
On the day previous to the collapse there was a 
rainfall o 3.235 iu., accompanied by a westerly 
wiud of 19.2 miles average force. Tho shoring 
up of a dangerous wall was work of a kind that 
Chinese contractors were well accustomed to, 
and work which they did uncommonly well. 

Cross-examioed—The rain driven by the 
wind oa to this wall would soften and weaken. 
the bricks and mortar. If after the collapse 
the bricks and mortar were found to be hard 
that would be against the wind-and-rain theory. 
He could not say why one portion of the wall 
should fall, as the result of the wird and rain, 
more than another, 

Tbe Attorney-General—Are you not rather 
intereste t in this wind-and-rain theory ? 

Witness— Ao, indeed. 

The Attorney-General—Did you not have 
a whole set of your houses collapse ? 

Witness—No. 

The Attorney-General—Is not there an 
enquiry going on just now with regard to the 
collapse of your houses in Kowloon Vity Road ? 

Witness—It was not a set of houses, but 
one wall ia a block of houses, 

The Atto ney General—You were the archi- 
tects for 30, Kowloon City Road ?

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LIEUT.-CoL, MANIFOLD'S 
JOURNEY. 


— > _— 

Lieutenant-Colohel Manifo'd, I.M.S., lectured 
before the United Service Institute at. Sitnla last. 
month on his alvefiturou: journey from Pekioge 
to Szechuen, made in company with Captain 
Hunter, R.E. The two travellers left Peking 
in September last] year, immediately after the 
Chinese had agread to the payment of the in- 
demnity, and wheh the allied forces were still 
in possession of] Peking. Britixh infinence, 
therefore, stood h{gh and Colonel Manifold and 
his companion were not wrong in thinking that 
this would be sufficient to ensure their protec. 
tion, in spite of the disturbed state of the 
couutry. The party ineluded Mr. Harris, who 
acted as interpreter, {wo trained Roorkee sur- 
veyors, six Gurkhas, four Indian servants, and 
twenty mules, Hor the first hundred miles the 
route was by train on the recently reconstructed 
railway to Paotigg-fu. This place they found 
in an excited state, the current rumour heing 
that the French fiad evacuated it only becanse 
they were compelled {a do so by superior 
Chinese force. : 

Colonel Manifold describes tlie railway as a 
magnificent prdject, which will eventually be 
continued to Cahton, tapping the cammercs of 
the great waterways which it crosses oa route 
and openiug up tho rich mineral districfs of 
Shansi, which contain some of th. finest coal 
and iron beds in the world. [tis actually under 
construction fof 240 miles from either end, aud 
it is to be regretted that Great Britain has no 
share in it, although bath its conception aud its 
inception were flue to the genius and persever- 
ance of an Englishmau, Mr. Kinder, now 
manager of the Pekiog-Tientsin-Shanhaikwan 
lines, Mr. Winder went out {fo China as 
engineer of the Tougshan collierias and cam- 
menced his failway projects in the face of 
immense diffichilties by building a tram-line to 
convey coal td the nearest port. Out of this 
grew the idea of the Peking-Tientsin railway, 
worked by {fhe Chinese Government as a 

\China line, but owned and run by British 
capital undey British saopervision and staff 
with head offica in London. ‘This prov- 
ed so great a success that Mr. Kiuder proposed 
the construction of a great trunk live across 
China to bejrun ou the same methods. He 
actually commenced work upo.a the project but 
money was not forthcoming and the concession 
for the northern half was ultimately acquired 
by a combination of the Russo-Chinese Bank, 
which is littlb elxe thau a Russian state conceru 
financed for political purposes, and of a Belgian 
aod French syndicate. Mr. Kinder thus had the 
mortification] of seeing his project handed over 
to foreign |rivals. The Russians were so 
impressed hawever with what he had dove that 
they carried joff his little hand-made engine, thea 
first that ran on his tram-line and have deposit- 
ed it in the] St. Petersburg Museum, as a 
memento ofjan era in the history of the Far 
East. The {Northern section of the railw y 
from Peking to Hankow will take, Col. Manifold 
thinks, somp seven years to build owing to 
the heavy |bridging nec.ssary, The Sonth- 
ero section} from Hanhow to Canton is 
vastly easipr. The highest point it has 
to cross om its way to the sea ii only 
a thonsand| feat high, and this with easy 
grading. ‘be concession for the southern 
section was| given with British aproval, to an 
American syudicate, which has commenced 

work both from Canton and from the ‘l'uugting 

Lake on thb Yangtsza, about a hundred miles

Like other Chinese officials 
with whom Colonel Manifold came in contact, 
he feferred to the recent troubles as haviag 
lheeit the work of a few disaffected rebels whom 
the |Emperor had now punished. ‘he people 
genbrally, however, appeared to realise that the 
allils had occupied Peking aud had iuflieted 


heaty punishment upon the Chinese nation. In; 


thelremotest villages, where no foreigners had 
ev t before Leen. the elders used to ask Colonel 
Mahifold about it and there was noue of the self- 
deckption which was so noticeable after the 
Jayauese war when it} was honestly believed 
throughout the length and breadth of China 
that the Emperor had accepted the submission 
of {he barbarians and permitted them to depart 
uupunished. Colonel Manifold also noticed 
that wherever he went the people contrasted 
thd humanity of the British, Japanese and 
American troops with the brutalities they had 
bean subjected to by the other allies. 

urther on Colonel Manifuld entered the 
Lopss country which owes its fertility to deposits 
af yellow loam, sometimes a (housand feet thick, 
supposed, to have been formed hy ages of dust 
bldwn from Central Asia. 
‘he deposil is intersected by crevices miles in 
leugth, which make travelling difficult, but is of 
extraordinary agricultural value. producing 
two and sometimes three crops in the year, and 
supporting an enormous population which lives 
latgely in excavations in the loess.
